They can only be 
instigated by the lowest class of slan­ 
derers and indicate more than any­ 
thing else the despair the liquor o r ­ 
ganization is in.

that share; 
he cannot sell it but may 
surrender it. 
But the club serves 
liquor to its m em b ers when they order 
it just as nearly every large hotel in 
Texas will serve to its guests. 
An 
outsider cannot buy it but any mem­ 
ber may if he so desires. Many of its 
members never buy it and do not ap­ 
prove of its being sold. 
The m ajor­ 
ity it would seem want the privilege 
of letting any member buy it if he 
wants to. 
But there is no drunken­ 
ness and but little drinking about 
this club. 
The good that the club 
does so far outweighs the harm that 
results from the fact that liquor may 
be obtained there that many of H ous­ 
ton’s best christian citizens have con­ 
tinued their membership in this club. 
“ I am a member of another club in 
Houston which has a similar o rg a n i­ 
zation and a liquor permit. 
The club 
is for the advancement of the inter­ 
ests of the lumbermen in that vicinity 
and they, like the Houston club, have 
the dining rooms where many mem­ 
ber.-. meet at the noonday meal.

NO SLUMS IN NEW YORK. 


/ • r d Jct of an Expart A fter a Search 
Through th e City. 
I have made an amazing discovery. 
It is the result of three days and 
nights of going to and fro in New 
Y'ork—sometimes alone aud sometimes 
with a wise but not cynical detective. 
And the amazing and disconcering dis­ 
covery is this: There are no slums in 
New York. 
You can find crime and criminals: 
you can find vice, poverty, d runken­ 
ness, disease, but you cannot find a 
slum—such 
slums 
as 
blacken 
and 
fester 
in 
Antwerp, 
Genoa, 
Naples, 
Paris, L on d o n and many another old 
world city. 
The reason is that you 
cannot have a slum without filth, and 
New York is a clean city. 
Neither 
crime nor poverty nor crowds make a 
slum. 
You m ust have filth as well, 
and that is w hat New York hasn't got. 
I looked for it east and west and 
north, from river front to river front. 
Everywhere, anywhere, were crime, 
vice, 
mean 
poverty. 
Everywhere 
thieves, rogues, outcasts, men and wo­ 
men isolated from their kind by sin or 
mere suffering, but no slums. 
Dirt, of course, is relative, but the 
tenements—even the old nests of low 
houses lined with fire escapes—were 
habitable human dwelling places. And 
the night going detective declared he 
could show me nothing worse. I w ant­ 
ed to see the fetid caves where wretch­ 
edness lay moaning on garbage heaps, 
the windy garrets where it starved, 
and there were no fetid caves. 
In the old streets and the dingy 
courts of Paris you can still find hun­ 
dreds of them; you have but to walk 
peeringly through the street of the 
Three Gates or the street of the Iron 
Pot; you have but to go into the 
suburbs that lie outside the fortifica­ 
tions—for year by year the centrifugal 
force th at stirs in every great ag­ 
glomeration 
of 
human 
atoms 
lias 
thrown Parisian beggardom into that 
dreary circumference. 
But in the washed and lighted un­ 
derworld of New York there are no 
slums. 
There is not one slum that 
half deserves the name. 
W retched­ 
ness all you please; bunger in the 
streets and on the housetops, it may 
be, but none of those gangrened holes 
of filth without which no real slum 
can exist. 
I speak almost with the decision of 
an expert, for I spent many years 
prowlingly 
investigating the slums 
that rot and blacken the surface of 
Europe from 
Moscow to Lisbon.—

Churches, both Protestant and 
Catholic, will go by eastern time. 
At the new courthouse central time 
prevails, a state statute prescribing 
central time m ust be used.

central standard time.
